AUTOMOBILE TRIP 


ACROSS CONTINENT

Having made the best of prepara- 


tions for a trans continental trip, in 
the way of tools, tent, camping outfit, 
extra tank for gasoline, guns, fishing 
rods and three extra tires, I with the 
colored driver, Ben Moultrle, left Day 
tona the Beai-tlful at 1-00 o'clock a 
m, ariving at Jacksonville at 
7 00 


o'clock 
After breakfast and buying 


new blankets, started for Atlanta, Ga, 
going via Kings Ferry and 
Beads very good to Calahan 
then 


gandy to Folkstone 
Going through a 


sandy road and country all scrub oak, 
caught steering knuckle on a stump 
and was delayed two hours 
While 


"having xthis done took a nap in an- 
other car using my overcoat 
for a 


pillow, leaving this car I left the coat 
and have never seen it again 
Going 


on after this for some 20 miles came- 
to a car in a large pond of water They 
•had stalled in the middle and 
had 


gone back three miles after a yoke of 
oxen 
With this yoke they got pulled 


out, the car being a Ford 
We tried 


to run it but the fly wheel stuck and 
drowned our motor, and after trying 
time and time again the yoke could 
not pull us out 
It was getting dark 


and mosquitoes th ck as bees 
After 


gome discussion the driver of the ox 
team said he knew of a man two miles 
away who had two yoke so I said, 
"Get him as soon as you can " Here 
we sat for two hours literally eaten 
up with mosquitoes, at last made a 
fire in a bucket in the car and the 
smoke did help <•> little The two yoke 
of oxen came at last and the combin 
ed strength of the three yoke pulled 
us through 
Drove on and to within 


12 miles of Waycross camped and ate 
supper, having covered 172 miles the 
first day 


Into Waycross for breakfast

that day traveled 160 miles to Macon

Going on to Atlanta for dinner 


the next day, having a starter chain 
put on and horn fixed, headed tor 
Chattanooga, but were only fifty miles 
out when we camped for the night 
eight} miles out of Chattanooga 
"Op 


at 6 00 o clock and after a breakfast 
of bacon and eggs, broke camp but 
roads all mud and ruts, was all fore 
noon getting into town going through 
the National Park of Chicamauga 
. Here I took several kodak pictures, $\\ 


proving good 
After eating dinner left 


for Nashville via Mt Eagle but the 
roads were nothing but holes, stones 
and mud on top of the rut 
Spent the 


night in Tracy City, doing in all day 
only 122 miles 
The next day no bet 


ter, for the rains had ruined the road 
Through the little towns of Pellam 
Hilsboro and Manchester and not un 
til we struck the toll road fifty miles

After eating breakfast, drove t 


Evansvllle over muddy roads and ou 


main street being four feet under wa- 
ter, and here we stayed all day, get- 
ting out about 5 00 p m, heading for 
Columbia, 55 miles distant 
Drove 48 


miles and camped A most miserable 
night, cold, wet and little wood could 


) found for a fire Into Columbia and 


had a good breakfast 
This being a 


beautiful town, the site of the Uni 
versity of Missouri 
Leaving Colum 


bia came to the Missouri river at 
Boonvllle, crossing on a ferry, eating 
dinner there Kept on about four hours 
and camped out of a little town of 
Dover, an ideal camp, lots of wood 
and good water 


We were now on the old Santa Fe 


trail of the forty-niners 
Signs red, 


white and blue all along 
The next 


morning left early and through Dover 
and stopped at Lexington for break- 
fast and made Kansas City for dinner 
After having a little work dorie on the 
car, such as a new spring, axle 
straigtened, etc, left in a pouring rain 
for the west, but only went out 15 
miles and stayed all night in a hotel 
The sun came out bright and hot the 
next morning and at eight o clock we 
started tor Olathe 
but was three 


hours making 12 miles 
The next 


next town of any size being Ottawa 
Kansas 
When nearly to this town 


the wires from the storage batteries 
shorted on the body and the smoke 
began to pour up and I thought for 
sure I was on fire but fast work soon 
got the wires disconnected and 
TA e 


went into Ottawa 
That night camp 


was stiuck 30 miles out of Emporia 
and the next day along a rough and 
muddy road another front spring was 
broken 
We were in Emporia 
fiv 


hours having one made but this paid 
as it stood the whole trip 
On again 


and slept in the car in the little ham 
let of Florence and drove into Neu 
ton the next morning for breakfast 


least a third of the way was on the 
brink of a precipice 3000 feet deep, 
and at times less than a foot between 
the outer wheels and the edge 
One 


could scarcely see the rushing, roai 
Ing torrent below 
We were throe 


hours gating Into Canon City, which 
is a beauty spot, made so by a system 
of irrigation 
Taking on gas and o" 


we left at 5 00 o'clock for Colorado 
Springs, 40 miles away 
When out 


10 miles on a clay plateau, we were 
caught In a terrible storm, hall fell 
until the ground was white and (he 
rainfall was torrential 
Not one car 


in the party was prepared, for cur 
tains, chains for the wheels, food 
blankets and wraps were all left In 
camp When the storm was 'over tl ? 
roads were Impassable—everyone wet 
and muddy The thermometer stood 
at 40 Trying to drive we made four 
miles and at last, finding a log house 
with three rooms, decided to st.u 
there if possible 
A couple was hv 


ing there and allowed us two rooms 
with benches to sit on and a cook 
stove 
Building a good fire we got 


dried off, and then the five ladies of 
the party lay down on the bare floor 
in one room and the eight men In the

made Kingman Arizona at 7 30 with 
the rest of the party This is on the 
edge of the Great Mohave desert The 
next morning the drivers of the va 
rious ears could not agree as to go 
ing across, some were afrajd of the 
heat in the daytime and wanted to 
wait for night, others wanted to wail 
and rest a day and one driver did not 
care at all and was determined 
to 


ship his car to Los Angeles After an 
hour of argument I left at 9 30 for 
Needles, California, 72 miles across 
the desert 
It was some hot avorag 


ing about 110 degrees all the way into 
Needles We crossed the Colorado rivtr 
at Topock, on the 
railroad 
bridge, 


at a toll of $3 50 and arrived in Nee 
dies at 3 00 in the afternoon with the 
thermometer at 
115 degrees,

thev told us it was a cool day' 


Staying here for supper we left for 


an all night drive across the rest of 
the desert 
It was a long and dreary 


night and the 170 miles was a long 
way, 
too, but we made the city of 


Barston for breakfast at 8 00 o'clock

San Bernardino for dinner, and from

AUTOMOBILE TRIP 


ACROSS CONTINENT

Having made the best of prepara- 


tions for a trans continental trip, In 
the way of tools, tent, camping outfit, 
extra tank for gasoline, guns, fishing 
rods and three extra tires, I with the

far as the eye could see nothing but

People began telling us 


of a cut-off known as the Hutchinson 
Kinsley cut off so taking this saved 
about 100 miles and we made the lit 
tie town of Kinsley at 
six 
o'clock, 


stopped just long enough to get gro 
cerles pulled out and when out of 
town three miles ran 
out of gas- 


oline 
Stopped a Tord and borrowed 


a half gallon and then noticed 
the 


inner cone on the front wheel was 
broken Put up the tent right here and 
I walked to town and wired back to 
Kansas City for a bearing 
back to 


the tent at 10 00 o'clock and to bed 
waked up In the middle of the night 
and found our camp ground a pond of 
water, got things up out of the water 
and waited for daylight, then made it 
slowly back to town, stayed there un 
til Tuesday, when the parts came and 
got out of town at 9 30 Only went a 


few miles when we plunged into a 
lake of mud and had a two mile walk 
to get a team to help us out. Then 
all well Into Dodge City with another 
broken spring Another five hours in 
getting this repaired and out again 
into Garden City and camped for the 
night 
Off in the morning at 
6 00 


o'clock and made 150 miles, passing 
through the towns of Syracuse, Col 
lidge. Holly, Los Anlmas, La Junta 
and Rocky Ford, noted all over 
the 


middle west for its melons. Next 
morning was a beautiful drive, good

ed in 1682, second to our St Augus

Staying her for five hours, taking

We were then 20 miles from

We had very little wattr 


and no provisions 
It was dark and I 


can assure one it was a nervous ride 
lu the dark not knowing whether you 
were on the nght road or not, for 
.here were no markers 
It being very 


dark and being hungry made the dis 
tance seem twice as long as it redllv 
was 
When within 20 miles of As1! 


forks we came to where two cars of 
tne part} camped for the night

stopped right here and waited for day 
light, then drove into town for break 
fa«t 
Getting a new casing \\e drove 


out only four miles when the tire I 
had been expecting to go down -went 
up and putting on the new one wo 
made Kingman Arizona at 7 30 with 
the rest of the party This is on the 
edge of the Great Mohave desert The 
next morning the drivers of the va 
rious ears could not agree as to go 
ing across, some were afrajd of the 
heat in the daytime and wanted to 
wait for night, others wanted to wait 
and rest a day and one driver did not 
care at all and was determined

ship his car to Los Angeles After an 
hour of argument I left at 9 30 for 
Needles, California, 72 miles across 
the desert

at a toll of $3 50 and arrived in Nee 
dies at 3 00 in the afternoon with the

tains, 1,900 feet above sea level, as 
our panting steed caught its breatl 
and started off down the wlndini 
load to the La Crescenta Canada vai 
ley. We had planned, in order to see 
as much as possible of the country 
to go by the valley, or interior route 
and return by the coast Our dtrec 
tlon lay east and south. A3 we de 
scended, the early morning mist in 
softening lines draped the peaks o 
the rugged 
mountains which beta 


med the valley on every side. 
THo 


valley, as usual, was enveloped in a 
dense white fog. 


Walter, who Is a fine driver aud 


machinist, was at the wheel, and un 
der his touch the car skimmed evenly 
along the well oiled roads of the 
county and state highways. 
As we 


turned from La Canada into the Sa<) 
Gabriel Valley we passed one of the 
old mission bells, indicating the way 
to the San Gabriel mission. We at 
terwards passed many of these unique 
way signs which dot the "El Camino 
Heal," the King's highway from San 
Diego to Somona, for in this as in 
many

her past to the present. In fact, it 
seems almost Impossible to sojourn 
here for any length of time without 
becoming Imbued with " a reverence 
and admiration for the spirit ol 
Franciscan fathers in their work of 
civilization among the Indians How- 
ever, we had little time this partic- 
ular morning to brood over 
the 


wrongs of Ramona To the one mak 
ing the trip for the first time there 
was a picture new and diversified at 
every turn of the road. We passed 
through many beautiful and historic 
spots on our trip going and return 
ing. We sped through thriving young 
cities with smaller towns and well 
Ttept country homes close alongside; 
orchards bending under loads of 
peaches, plums and apricots melting 
into the cooling green of citrus trees;

The day 
which had started out cool and crl*p 
on the mountain height and cool to 
chilly In the valley, was growing grad 
ually warmer with the advance o 
the sun, and by noon It was decidedly 
hot, even for a Meridian. We reacn 
ed the mesa about 11:00, and thehea 
continued quite oppressive for sever 
al hours. As the hot winds of th 
plains cut our faces 1^ actually gave 
the sensation of burning the 
eyes 


Aud so there was some impatience 
among the younger members of our 
party before we located the picnic 
grounds and the spring "just a lit 
tie further on." We had taken an 
early breakfast, and heat, hunger and 
thirst caused a welcome shout from 
our party when at last we identified 
the place. It was located in a dense 
eucalyptacus grove, but the gushing 
spring of our imagination simmered 
down to a sand box and a tiny stream 
of water. 
We greatly enjoyed our 


dinner and managed to get enougi 
water to satisfy 
our thirst, but ] 


could not help but think of all 
the 


good water that was going to waste 
In Florida for the lack of which Call 
fornia is hoarding her every resource 
of mountain water shed, spring and 
stream. 


We were heading for Falbrook to

Much work Is being done on 


the state highway. In consequence of 
which we were compelled to make 
many detours, and numbers o ftbe 
roads marked "best temporary route'

where the highway was 
the road Is Ideal for automobllists, 
and much of it Is like traveling over 
miles and miles of asphalt pavement 
Noticeably there is a stretch of 40 
miles' or more just beyond Riverside, 
constructed of Riverside Portland ce- 
ment The state highway from San 
Francisco to San Diego is expected to 
be completed before the winter sea- 
son opens. 


Tamecula, a historic landmark, is
